STATEMENT  REGARDING  THE  WORK  OF  THE  INTER- 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE 

I.— GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 


1.  Committee  Membership. — During  the  year  six  new  members 
have  been  added  to  the  Committee  in  accordance  with  the  authori- 
zation of  the  Buffalo  Convention,  as  follows :  James  M.  Speers  of 
East  Orange,  New  Jersey;  Abner  Kingrnan  and  W.  M.  Birks  of 
Montreal,  Quebec;  Harvey  Graham  of  New  Glasgow,  Nova  Scotia; 
G.  Tower  Fergusson  of  Toronto,  Ontario,  and  G.  F.  Stephens  of 
Winnipeg,  Manitoba.     The  Committee  has  lost  one  of  its  most 
valued  and  honored  members  in  the  death  of  Henry  M.  Moore  of 
Boston,  who  had  been  connected  with  the  Committee  since  1876. 

2.  Committee  and  Sub-Committee  Organization. — The  sixteen 
sub-committees  have  continued  their  relation  to  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  Committee's  work  and  have  reported  in  detail 
to  the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Committee.     A  summary 
of  these  reports  for  each  department  follows  in  this  statement. 
The  addition  of  the  Canadian  members  has  made  possible  the  com- 
plete organization  of  the  Canadian  Section  referred  to  in  the  state- 
ment of  a  year  ago.   C.  T.  Williams,  of  Montreal,  has  been  appoint- 
ed chairman  of  this  section  and  an  office  has  been  opened  in 
Montreal  which  will  be  Canadian  headquarters  for  the  Committee 
and  for  its  secretaries  specially  assigned  to  work  in  Canada. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee. — This  Committee,  composed  of 
the  chairman,  the  two  vice-chairmen  and  the  treasurer  and  hav- 
ing for  its  executive  officers  the  general  secretary  and  the  two 
associate  general  secretaries,  has,  as  heretofore,  acted  for  the  Com- 
mittee in  the  interim  of  the  monthly  meetings  and  has  maintained 
a  close  relation  to  every  phase  and  department  of  work  undertaken 
in  the  name  of  the  Committee. 

Richard  C.  Morse  has  continued  as  general  secretary  with  Clar- 
ence J.  Hicks  and  John  R.  Mott  as  associates  in  the  Home  and 
Foreign  work  respectively.  Mr.  Hicks  has  continued  to  act  as 
the  senior  railroad  secretary  and  Mr.  Mott  as  senior  student  sec- 
retary in  addition  to  his  official  duties  in  connection  with  the 
World's  Student  Federation  and  the  Student  Volunteer  Move- 
ment. Messrs.  Hicks  and  Mott  attended  the  plenary  meeting 
of  the  World's  Committee  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  in  March,  1906, 
and  Mr.  Mott's  trip  has  extended  to  South  Africa  and  South 
America  where  he  is  aiding  the  student  and  city  association  work. 

4.  The  September  Conference. — This  annual  conference  of  the 
Committee  and  its  secretaries  has  proven  indispensable  in  the 
promotion  of  unity  and  efficiency.     The  gathering  for  1905  was 
held  at  Bronxville,  New  York,  September  1-4,  and  was  attended 
by  nineteen  members  of  the  Committee  and  of  its  trustees,  by 
all  of  the  home  secretaries,  by  four  foreign  secretaries  home  on 
furlough  and  by  fourteen  foreign  secretaries  recently  appointed. 
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It  was  preceded  by  a  special  conference  on  the  religious  work  in  all 
departments  and  was  followed  by  sub-committee  meetings  and 
departmental  conferences. 

5.  The  Anniversary  Dinner. — The  regular  annual  dinner  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee  and  its  contributors  was  held  in  New  York, 
November  16,  1905.     A  large  number  of  guests  were  present 
representing  several  points  in  the  east  as  well  as  New  York  City. 

6.  Panama. — Following  the  investigation  of  conditions  on  the 
Isthmus  alluded  to  in  the  statement  of  last  year,  a  report  was 
submitted  to  the  United  States  Government  authorities  recom- 
mending the  erection  of  several  association  buildings  and  the 
inauguration  of  a  comprehensive  plan  of  association  work  under 
direction  of  the  International  Committee.     This  report  has  been 
approved  by  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  War  and  with 
their  hearty  support  a  secretary  has  recently  been  sent  to  the 
Isthmus  to  work  out  this  plan.     A.  Bruce  Minear,  formerly  one 
of  the  Bible  study  secretaries  in  the  student  department,  has  been 
assigned  to  this  important  and  responsible  position. 

7.  San  Francisco. — As  soon  as  word  was  received  that  the 
appalling  disaster  at  San  Francisco  had  destroyed  the  association 
building,  the  Committee  realized  that  temporary  help  would  be 
needed  for  the  support  of  the  association's  secretaries  and  for 
the  current  expenses  of  such  work  as  could  be  carried  on  in  tents 
until  the  building  could  be  replaced.     An  appeal  was  therefore 
promptly  sent  out  to  the  associations  and  over  ten  thousand 
dollars  has  been  contributed  up  to  the  present  time,  with  pledges 
of  additional  help.     By  agreement  between  the  San  Francisco 
association,  the  California  State  Committee  and  the  International 
Committee  this  amount  has  been  distributed  as  follows :  San  Jose 
association,  $600,  California   State   Committee,   $700,   and  the 
balance  to  the  San  Francisco  association.     The  Committee  is 
also  aiding  in  an  attempt  to  secure  $500,000  to  rebuild  the  San 
Francisco  building. 

8.  The  Indianapolis  Conferences. — Most  of  the  home  secreta- 
ries and  a  few  of  the  foreign  secretaries  of  the  Committee  attended 
the  Conference  of  the  North  American  Association  of  Employed 
Officers  at  Indianapolis,  June  1-5,  1906.     This  gathering,  with 
its  related  group  of  specialists'  conferences,  was  one  of  great  value. 
The  Committee  took  advantage  of  the  presence  of  so  many  sec- 
retaries to  arrange  for  a  joint  conference  between  secretaries  of 
the  International,  State  and  Provincial  Committees.     This  was 
held  during  the  afternoon  and  evening  immediately  following 
the  adjournment  of  the  other  conferences  and  was  presided  over 
by  Dr.  Lucien  C.  Warner,  chairman  of  the  International  Committee. 
Mr.  Joy  of  Keokuk  arid  Mr.  Shuey  of  Dayton  were  also  present 
as  representatives  of  the  International  Committee  and  Messrs. 
Wallick  and  Rhodes  of  Indianapolis  represented  the  Indiana  State 
Committee. 

9.  Silver  Bay. — The  International  Committee  has  continued,  in

connection  with  several  eastern  State  Committees  and  with  the 
Springfield  Training  School,  to  promote  the  Christian  conferences 
and  the  summer  training  institute  held  at  Silver  Bay,  Lake  George. 
The  hotel  and  other  facilities  were  so  overcrowded  in  1905  that 
the  corporation  has  secured  $40,000  for  additional  equipment  and 
the  outlook  for  1906  indicates  that  it  will  still  be  difficult  to  care 
for  all  who  are  planning  to  come. 

10.  Next    International    Convention. — Invitations    have    been 
received  from  every  section  of  North  America  for  the  Thirty- 
sixth    International    Convention.     After    careful    consideration 
Washington,  D.  C.,  has  been  selected,  the  date  to  be  some  time 
in  November,  1907. 

11.  Trustees  and  Invested  Funds. — The  regular  annual  meeting 
of  the  trustees  was  held  April  20,  1906.     J.  Noble  Stearns  was 
elected  President  in  place  of  James  Stokes,  whose  term  of  office 
had  expired  and  who  declined  renomination.     The  other  officers 
were  re-elected.    The  treasurer  reported  that  the  total  amount 
of  funds  on  hand  including  that  portion  of  the  Jubilee  Fund  al- 
ready collected  was  $711,492.83.     Of  this  amount  all  but  $1,784.- 
08  had  been  invested  in  interest  bearing  securities.  The  treasurer's 
statement  in  the  Year  Book  shows  the  amount  of  income  from 
the  various  funds  received  and  turned  over  to  the  International 
Committee. 

12.  Women's  A  uxiliary. — As  in  past  years  the  Women's  Auxiliary 
has  been  exceedingly  helpful  in  promoting  the  Committee's  Work. 
The  funds  for  two  new  buildings  have  been  provided  and  special 
educational  and  religious  efforts  have  been  made  possible  through 
the  assistance  afforded  by  this  organization,  which  now  has  a  mem- 
bership of  543,  scattered  through  many  states.    The  same  officers 
continue  to  serve,  Mrs.  E.  A.  McAlpin  being  President;  Mrs.  Rus- 
sell Sage,  First  Vice-President ;  Miss  Helen  Miller  Gould,  Second 
Vice-President;  Mrs.  Charles  F.  Darlington,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

II.— HOME  WORK 

1.  The  Office  and  Publications. — This  sub-committee  has  been 
supplemented,  as  heretofore,  by  the  secretarial  office  committee, 
Messrs.  Uhl,  Hicks,  Lougee  and  Glover,  who  have  had  charge  of 
the  large  number  of  details  constantly  requiring  immediate  settle- 
ment in  connection  with  the  administration  of  an  office.  The 
sub-divisions  of  this  work  are: — 

(a)  Office  Work,  which  continues  under  the  supervision  of  P.  F. 
Jerome.     This  includes  all  ordering  and  distribution  of  supplies, 
employment  and  supervision  of  stenographers  and  clerks,  charge 
of  shipping  and  receiving,  ordering  of  all  printed  matter  except 
that  in  the  publication  department,  and  general  charge  of  the  office. 

(b)  Publications.    The    Publication    Department    under    the 
supervision  of  Geo.  L.  Leonard  and  H.  S.  Ninde  has  made  sub- 
stantial gain.    To  the  existing  list  of  publications  have  been  added

Of  the  Association  Hymn  Book  40,000  copies  have  been  sold  in 
the  two  years  since  publication.  These  are  in  use  in  City,  Rail- 
road, Student,  County,  Colored  and  Foreign  Associations,  in 
Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  public  and  private  schools 
and  churches.  A  valuable  book  for  the  development  of  Bible 
class  teachers  in  church  and  Association  has  been  provided  in 
Mr.  See's  normal  course  entitled  "The  Teaching  of  Bible  Classes." 
"Individual  Work  for  Individuals"  was  during  the  year  adopted 
as  a  text  book  for  classes  in  Epworth  Leagues.  Other  denomi- 
national agencies  are  using  this  and  other  books  and  pamphlets 
issued  by  the  International  Committee.  Prof.  Bosworth's 
"Studies  in  the  Life  of  Jesus  Christ"  issued  in  1904  has  proven 
a  very  popular  and  valuable  course  of  study.  "  Studies  for  Per- 
sonal Workers"  by  Dr.  Johnston  has  been  translated  into  Chinese 
and  the  "Life  and  Works  of  Jesus  According  to  St.  Mark"  by  W.  D. 
Murray  into  both  Chinese  and  Japanese.  The  use  of  the  regular 
American  editions  of  many  of  the  Committee's  books  in  other 
lands  is  gratifying.  The  receipts  from  sales  in  1905  were  $63,540 
compared  with  $59,373  in  1904. 
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(c)  Book-keeping.     C.  E.  Lyman  and  G.  C.  Cameron  continue 
in  charge  of  this  department  and  Mr.  Lyman  also  acts  as  cashier 
for  the  Committee. 

(d)  Auditing.    Attended  to  by  E.  M.  Willis  for  the  home  work 
and  H.  P.  Andersen  for  the  foreign  work,  each  of  these  secretaries 
devoting  only  a  portion  of  his  time  to  this  particular  work. 

The  Historical  Library. — J.  T.  Bowne  continues  in  charge  of 
this  valuable  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets  concerning  young 
men.  The  library  is  at  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  in  connection 
with  the  Training  School,  and  is  constantly  drawn  upon  and  con- 
sulted by  Association  leaders  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

2.  Business  and  Finance. — To  the  administration  of  this  de- 
partment the  finance  committee  has  given  very  careful  attention. 
Its  business  secretary,  Willis  E.  Lougee,  and  his  associate,  Thomas 
K.  Cree,  have  received  cooperation  from  the  general  secretary  and 
other  members  of  the  force.  The  emphasis  of  their  efficient  work 
has  been  upon  provision  for  the  hojne  department.  John  R.  Mott 
and  E.  T.  Colton  and  their  associates  in  the  foreign  work  have 
with  equal  success  provided  for  the  increased  expenses  of  that 
department. 

The  cost  of  the  home  work  in  1905  was  $166,841.09,  and  of  the 
foreign  $151,691.29,  being  an  unprecedented  total  of  $318,532.38. 

Over  10  per  cent  of  the  home  budget  was  contributed  by  associa- 
tions and  their  employed  officers,  but  from  this  source  came  also 
forty-eight  per  cent  of  the  entire  foreign  budget.  This  proportion 
of  twenty-eight  per  cent  of  the  total  of  both  budgets  ($318,532- 
38)  is  larger  than  has  been  furnished  from  this  source  in  any  pre- 
vious year. 

Another  encouraging  feature  of  the  financial  exhibit  of  1905  is 
revealed  by  the  fact  that  during  the  year  the  number  of  receipts 
issued  in  acknowledgment  to  contributors  was  8,329,  being  over 
five  hundred  more  than  were  issued  in  the  previous  year.  Similar 
annual  increase  has  been  steadily  realized  for  over  ten  years — the 
number  of  receipts  issued  in  1894  being  less  than  two  thousand 
(1872).  The  number  of  receipts,  however,  is  much  smaller  than 
the  number  of  contributors.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the 
Foreign  Department,  where  a  single  receipt  sometimes  covers  the 
contributions  of  several  score  and  in  some  instances  several  hun- 
dred contributors. 

The  current  fiscal  year,  beginning  January  1,  1906,  has  opened 
in  the  business  department  as  happily  as  its  predecessors. 

3.  Association  Men. — Frank  W.  Ober,  editor,  B.  P.  Bartlett, 
business  manager.  This  agency  of  the  Committee  has  been  one 
of  the  influential  factors  in  reaching  and  stimulating  the  active 
forces  of  the  association,  thereby  contributing  to  the  remarkable 
general  advancement  during  the  past  year.  In  daily  communica- 
tion with  the  association  field  in  all  lands,  in  conference  with  lead- 
ers who  travel  in  every  country,  state  and  county,  and  in  touch 
with  each  group  of  men  who  are  seeking  to  help  their  fellows,  it 
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has  received  and  digested  with  great  care  the  ideas  and  experiences 
of  all.  To  officers  and  committees  it  has  the  greatest  value  and 
has  sounded  a  clear,  strong  note  for  the  essential  and  vital  things 
in  the  life  of  men.  The  leaders  of  each  department  have  found 
through  its  columns  a  ready  means  of  access  to  the  active  forces 
of  the  association  movement.  During  the  year  Association  Men 
has  established  a  clearing  house  for  reading  room  supplies,  han- 
dling the  first  year  the  bulk  of  the  orders  of  the  associations  for 
magazines  and  periodicals.  The  circulation  of  the  paper  has  been 
stimulated  by  a  premium  offer  embracing  the  New  Testament  and 
Psalms  (Revised  Version),  with  the  special  aim  of  reaching  every 
Bible  student  and  young  worker  in  the  association  who  is  in  train- 
ing for  service.  The  advertising  columns  have  carried  the  highest 
grade  of  advertising  and  more  of  it  than  heretofore.  The  weekly 
"News  Service"  has  been  enlarged  and  improved  and  is  widely 
used  in  the  secular  and  religious  press. 

4.  Groups  of  Associations,  (a)  The  Field  Department. — Field 
Secretaries  C.  K.  Ober,  C.  L.  Gates,  C.  S.  Ward  and  W.  M.  Parsons 
have  continued  their  work  in  the  east,  the  south,  the  central 
west  and  the  northwest.  J.  R.  Thompson  has  been  given  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  on  account  of  ill  health.  Bruno  Hobbs, 
for  several  years  chairman  of  the  Colorado  State  Committee  and 
previously  of  the  Kansas  State  Committee,  has  been  added  to 
the  force  of  field  secretaries  with  special  reference  to  the  Southwest. 
All  of  these  secretaries  have  been  engaged  in  the  building  up  of 
city  associations,  particularly  in  the  inauguration  and  conduct  of 
building  enterprises  and  the  securing  of  secretaries,  and  in  strength- 
ening the  various  State  and  Provincial  organizations  within  their 
fields. 

Early  in  the  year,  in  response  to  calls  for  help  in  securing  build- 
ings in  the  west,  Mr.  Ward  was  released  from  his  other  work  that 
he  might  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  organization  and  conduct 
of  campaigns  for  buildings.  Nine  such  campaigns  have  been 
conducted  during  the  year  and  the  aggregate  amount  secured 
has  exceeded  $1,600,000. 

The  other  field  secretaries  in  addition  to  their  other  work  have 
promoted  building  enterprises  in  which  over  $600,000  have  been 
pledged,  making  a  total  for  new  city  association  buildings  of  fully 
$2,250,000  during  the  year. 

Arthur  T.  Tibbetts  (Te-sun-ka-ma-ni,  or  Walking  Horse,  as  he 
is  known  among  his  own  people)  has  continued  his  work  among 
more  than  forty  associations  of  Sioux  Indian  young  men,  promot- 
ing Bible  study,  conducting  training  conferences  for  leaders, 
conducting  and  promoting  religious  work  and  building  up  and 
organizing  associations.  IWi 

The  County  Work. — The  senior  secretary  of  the  county  work 
as  well  as  of  the  International  Committee,  Robert  Weidensall, 
was  voted  a  leave  of  absence  by  the  Committee,  and  with  the 
help  of  generous  friends  is  making  a  tour  of  the  world.  He  has 
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already  visited  helpfully  associations,  and  association  workers  in 
Hawaii  and  the  Philippines,  in  Japan  China,  India,  Syria,  Greece 
and  Constantinople.  As  the  special  representative  of  the  Inter- 
national Committee  and  as  its  senior  secretary,  he  has  everywhere 
been  cordially  and  gratefully  welcomed.  John  R.  Boardman  has 
remained  on  the  field  as  the  secretary  of  this  department.  The 
year  has  demonstrated  that  county  work  has  passed  the  experi- 
mental stage  and  reached  a  permanently  established  basis.  This 
is  shown  by  two  results: 

(1)  The  intrenchment  of  county  work  as  a  regular  department 
of  state  work,  as  evidenced  by  the  committees  of  Vermont,  Massa- 
chusetts, Virginia,  Ohio  and  Michigan,  each  employing  county 
department  secretaries  with  adequate  financial  provision,  and 
New  York  state  employing  an  additional  county  department 
secretary. 

(2)  Careful  study  of  this  department  by  state  and  provincial 
committees  with  a  view  to  its  early  inauguration  as  a  fully  organ- 
ized department  with  a  secretary  giving  his  entire  time  to  super- 
vision.    On  this  basis  Tennessee,  Indiana  and  Wisconsin  State, 
and  Ontario  Provincial  Committees  have  taken  action.     Kentucky 
is  testing  the  adaptation  of  the  metropolitan  system  to  county 
work  by  organization  with  a  well  equipped  building  at  the  county 
seat. 

The  county  work  is  now  definitely  included  in  the  policy  of 
eighteen  states  and  provinces,  ten  of  which  employ  state  depart- 
ment secretaries.  There  are  thirty-three  organized  counties  in 
which  there  are  175  local  organizations  with  an  approximate 
membership  of  7000. 

More  attention  has  been  given  to  the  plan  of  corresponding 
members,  by  which  young  men  leaving  home  for  the  first  time 
are  aided  in  making  the  safest  possible  entrance  into  their  new 
environment. 

In  a  number  of  counties  the  athletic  life  of  the  entire  county 
is  being  controlled  by  affiliation  with  the  Athletic  League  in  the 
interest  of  clean  sport.  Twenty  camps  in  as  many  counties 
gathered  600  boys  and  young  men  under  canvass  last  summer. 
A  wider  application  of  educational  work  has  been  realized  and 
practically  every  phase  is  now  in  successful  operation.  A  strong 
advance  has  been  made  in  boys'  work,  one  county  alone  having 
350  in  its  membership,  while  several  counties  are  planning  for 
the  employment  of  boys'  work  directors. 

The  most  marked  advance  continues  to  be  manifested  in  the 
religious  work.  Fully  2500  different  students  have  been  enrolled 
in  Bible  classes,  the  most  advanced  courses  of  study  are  being 
used  and  an  increasing  number  of  international  certificates  are 
being  secured.  The  association  at  Tecumseh,  Michigan,  has  won 
the  Dan  McDonald  Bible  study  cup  for  the  second  time  and  is 
entitled  to  hold  it  for  six  months,  January  1  to  July  1,  1906. 

A  wave  of  strong  aggressive  personal  evangelism,  enlisting  the 
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actual  cooperation  of  scores  of  personal  workers,  has  swept  over 
a  number  of  counties  with  a  resulting  healthy  increase  in  church 
membership  and  a  more  vital  personal  religious  life,  instances 
of  the  complete  transformation  of  individual  communities  and 
churches  have  been  of  frequent  occurrence  and  the  gratitude  of 
pastors  is  most  hearty  and  generous.  In  its  work  of  training  lead- 
ers in  the  service  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  the  county  work  is  be- 
ginning to  enter  into  its  largest  and  most  legitimate  ministry. 

An  institute  in  county  department  principles  and  methods  was 
conducted  at  Silver  Bay,  New  York,  in  August,  1905,  with  twenty 
students  enrolled.  Its  success  led  to  the  grading  of  the  instruction 
into  elementary  and  advanced  classes  and  the  appointment  of  a 
faculty  of  five  instructors.  The  management  at  Lake  Geneva 
has  voted  to  conduct  similar  classes  this  season.  This  plan  of 
furnishing  technical  instruction  to  prospective  and  employed 
secretaries  has  been  greatly  needed  and  will  doubtless  be  made  a 
permanent  feature  at  both  places. 

(b)  The  Railroad  Department. — Clarence  J.  Hicks,  associate 
general  secretary,  has  continued  the  general  supervision  of  this 
department,  and  Messrs.  Williams,  McDill,  Shipp  and  Knebel  have 
continued  work  in  their  respective  fields.  One  new  secretary  has 
been  added  to  the  force,  J.  M.  Dudley,  formerly  state  secretary  of 
Maine,  and  assigned  to  Canada  and  northern  New  England,  with 
headquarters  at  Montreal,  taking  a  portion  of  the  field  formerly 
covered  by  Mr.  Moore. 

The  railroad  associations  on  the  New  York  Central  lines  have 
formed  a  federation  which  includes  thirty-seven  railroad  depart- 
ments on  the  allied  Vanderbilt  lines.  By  direction  of  the  railroad 
committee  Mr.  Moore  will  give  nearly  all  his  time  to  the  strength- 
ening and  developing  of  these  associations,  acting  as  executive 
secretary  of  this  federation.  These  changes  have  necessitated  a 
light  rearrangement  of  Mr.  Hamilton's  field. 

E.  M.  Willis  has  continued  to  give  part  of  his  time  to  the  New 
York  office  and  has  assisted  in  special  matters  in  various  parts  of 
the  field. 

The  religious  life  in  this  department  has  been  strengthened 
very  materially  during  the  year  and  Mr.  Knebel  has  given  much 
attention  to  associations  in  need  of  special  help. 

W.  E.  Fenno  has  continued  to  devote  a  large  portion  of  his 
time  to  special  religious  work  under  general  direction  of  this  de- 
partment, and  in  a  large  number  of  railroad  associations  interest 
in  Bible  study  has  been  stimulated  by  the  work  of  Robert  Garry. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  given  to  educational  work,  especially 
in  the  southwest  and  on  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburg 
Railroad.  Richard  C.  Morse,  Jr., has  accepted  the  call  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  the  educational  secretaryship  of  the  Gould  lines  and 
begins  his  duties  on  July  15th. 

In  connection  with  the  $150,000  reported  last  year  as  a  con- 
tribution for  a  memorial  building  at  St.  Louis  in  memory  of  her 
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father,  Miss  Helen  Miller  Gould  has  increased  the  amount  to 
$220,000,  a  site  has  been  purchased  near  the  Union  Railroad 
Station,  various  railroads  have  pledged  assistance  toward  operating 
expenses,  and  a  fire-proof  building  is  now  in  process  of  erection. 

The  Committee  has  had  special  charge  of  the  erection  of  the 
$26,000  building  at  Helper,  Utah,  one  of  the  two  buildings  on  the 
Denver  &  Rio  Grande  Railroad  donated  by  General  W.  J.  Palmer 
and  George  Foster  Peabody. 

At  the  opening  of  the  $32,000  building  at  Collinwood,  Ohio,  on 
the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway,  W.  C.  Brown, 
vice-president  of  the  New  York  Central  lines,  delivered  the  prin- 
cipal address.  This  has  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form  and  is 
being  circulated  very  largely  among  railroad  officials. 

The  Twelfth  International  Railroad  Conference  was  held  in 
Detroit,  Michigan,  September  28th  to  October  1st  and  was  at- 
tended by  1361  delegates.  Friday,  September  29th,  was  an  event- 
ful day.  At  noon  8,556  working  men  in  40  different  factories 
listened  to  messages  from  the  delegates.  The  speakers  were  ac- 
companied by  business  men  and  manufacturers  and  received  a  most 
cordial  and  sympathetic  hearing.  Ten  thousand  copies  of  A ssocia- 
tion  Men  were  distributed  and  invitations  extended  to  the  Sunday 
men's  meetings.  On  Sunday  afternoon  a  mass  meeting  for  railroad 
men  was  held  in  the  armory,  at  which  time  112  men  indicated  a 
purpose  to  begin  the  Christian  life.  On  Sunday  evening  there 
were  42  men's  evangelistic  meetings  held  in  as  many  different 
churches,  attended  by  7,987  men,  of  whom  349  were  led  to  begin 
the  Christian  life.  The  railroad  department  is  under  great  obliga- 
tion to  the  associations  at  Detroit  which  arranged  for  and  carried 
out  the  local  plans  so  acceptably. 

A  special  feature  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  stereopticon 
presentation  of  railroad  association  development  before  clubs  of 
railroad  officers  and  employees  at  New  York,  Buffalo,  Richmond, 
Chicago,  Des  Moines  and  San  Francisco.  Reports  fully  illustrated 
have  been  issued  in  the  regular  proceedings  of  these  clubs. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  Grand  Chief  Engineer  W.  S.  Stone,  an 
evening  session  at  the  General  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Engi- 
neers' Convention  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  was  devoted  to  a 
similar  presentation. 

(c)  The  Industrial  Department. — As  the  industrial  work  is  more 
carefully  studied,  the  obligation  of  the  city  associations  to  the 
employed  men  in  their  communities  is  being  more  fully  recognized. 
During  the  past  year  attention  has  been  given  to  adapting  educa- 
tional work  to  meet  the  needs  of  employed  men.  In  order  to 
promote  the  Shop  Bible  Class  movement  and  to  accomplish  the 
educational,  social  and  recreative  work  which  is  demanded,  the 
city  associations  in  the  manufacturing  centers  must  have  industrial 
secretaries  who  will  give  their  whole  time  to  work  outside  the 
buildings.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to  this  problem  in  the 
last  year. 
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A  number  of  industrial  associations  have  been  added  to  the 
list;  it  has  been  impossible  to  respond  to  all  the  requests  for  in- 
vestigations of  industrial  communities  representing  a  wide  range 
of  industries  from  all  over  the  country.  Both  employer  and 
employee  are  united  in  this  movement.  C.  C.  Michener  has  con- 
tinued as  secretary  in  this  department. 

(d)  The  Student  Department. — The  executive  administration  of 
this  department  has  continued  to  rest  upon  John  R.  Mott  and 
H.  P.  Andersen,  who  have  also  served  on  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement.  The  field  visitation  in  the 
east  has  been  carried  on  for  the  last  year  by  Charles  W.  Gilkey, 
who  has  given  attention  both  to  colleges  and  universities  and  to 
leading  preparatory  schools.  W.  H.  Tinker  and  Frank  V.  Slack 
have  also  visited  colleges  in  the  east.  The  south  has  been  visited 
by  W.  D.  Weatherford,  the  west  by  Charles  D.  Hurrey  and  the 
Pacific  Coast  by  H.  O.  Hill  until  January  1st,  when  he  became 
secretary  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement.  T.  B.  Penfield 
has  visited  theological  seminaries. 

Clayton  S.  Cooper  has  continued  to  promote  Bible  study 
through  visits  to  colleges,  attendance  at  conferences,  and  through 
work  at  the  office.  K.  C.  MacArthur  has  been  associated  with 
him  for  field  work,  while  A.  Bruce  Minear  has  aided  in  the  office 
since  January  1.  The  death  of  Lester  McLean,  Jr.,  who  served 
the  department  last  year,  was  a  deep  loss  to  the  whole  association 
brotherhood.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  Bible  classes  through  normal  classes,  Bible 
institutes,  and  summer  conferences.  The  enrolment  is  29,334 
in  516  institutions. 

Strong  evangelistic  work  has  been  done,  particularly  in  the  south 
and  the  middle  west.  In  this  the  student  secretaries  have  taken 
an  important  share. 

It  has  been  preeminently  a  missionary  year.  The  convention 
of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement  was  held  in  Nashville,  Tenn., 
with  an  attendance  of  4,235  delegates.  The  enrolment  in  mission 
study  has  increased  steadily,  while  214  have  sailed  for  the  foreign 
field,  making  the  total  number  who  have  become  foreign  mission- 
aries 2953. 

Increasing  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  problems  of  the  home 
field.  The  claims  of  the  ministry  have  been  presented  with 
greater  frequency  and  force.  Tht  study  of  home  missions  is  being 
promoted. 

A  $106,000  building  for  McGill  University  and  one  costing  about 
$80,000  for  the  University  of  Virginia  have  been  dedicated  with- 
out debt.  Promising  building  campaigns  are  in  active  operation 
at  several  universities  in  the  west  and  south. 

The  conference  of  the  World's  Student  Christian  Federation 
met  in  Zeist,  Holland,  May  3-7,  and  was  attended  by  145  delegates 
from  thirty  countries.  It  marked  the  tenth  year  since  the  for- 
mation of  *the  Federation,  in  which  there  are  1,825  societies  with 
103,000  members.

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(e)The  Army  and  Navy  Department. — William  B.  Millar,  John 
S.  Tichenor  and  F.  A.  McCarl  have  continued  to  devote  their  full 
time  as  secretaries  of  this  department. 

Following  the  World's  convention  at  Paris,  Mr.  Millar  visited 
several  of  the  European  counties,  and  at  the  request  of  an  Ameri- 
can friend  of  these  countries,  presented  the  opportunities  ibr  the 
association  movement  in  their  armies  and  navies. 

Mr.  Tichenor,  owing  to  special  need  this  year,  has  given  a  larger 
portion  of  his  time  to  the  army  than  to  the  navy,  with  particular 
reference  to  extension  and  post  exchange  work.  He  visited  San 
Francisco  as  the  representative  of  the  Committee  immediately 
after  the  earthquake.  Mr.  McCarl  has  spent  a  large  part  of  the 
year  on  the  Pacific  Coast  in  the  interest  of  army  and  navy  affairs 
with  special  attention  to  cooperation  for  releasing  the  Vallejo 
building  from  debt.  The  fire  and  earthquake  have  necessarily 
retarded  this  latter  movement. 

The  army  work  has  grown  in  strength  and  extent.  Money  has 
been  secured  for  a  forty-five  thousand  dollar  army  building  at 
Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas.  A  favorable  site  has  been  designated 
by  the  authorities  and  bids  are  now  being  received  for  the  erection 
of  this  building  during  the  coming  year. 

The  policy  of  restricting  the  organization  of  army  associations 
to  points  where  there  are  resources  available  for  the  support  of  a 
paid  secretary  has  resulted  in  materially  raising  the  standard  both 
as  to  character  of  the  work  accomplished  and  secretaries  engaged. 

The  post  exchange  work  has  been  continued  and  considerably 
extended,  especially  good  quarters  being  assigned  in  the  post  ex- 
change buildings  at  Fort  Totten,  L.  I. ;  Fort  McKinley ,  Me. ;  Fort 
Brady ,  Michigan ;  and  Fort  Myer,  Va.  ,and  per  mission  has  also  been  se- 
cured to  enter  several  others,  notably  among  them  Fort  Logan,  Colo. , 
for  which  a  secretary  has  been  engaged  to  begin  work  in  the  fall. 

The  army  work  in  Alaska  has  been  placed  upon  a  permanent 
basis  with  headquarters  at  Fort  William  H.  Seward.  at  Haines, 
where  the  association  is  already  organized.  During  the  summer 
months  visits  will  be  made  to  the  various  posts  and  telegraphic 
stations  along  the  Yukon  river  by  means  of  a  thirty -foot  naphtha 
launch.  The  social  side  of  the  association  movement,  always 
popular  with  the  soldiers,  has  been  especially  appreciated  in  the 
isolation  of  the  Alaska  posts,  and  has  offset  to  a  large  degree  the 
influence  of  evil  places  which  formerly  prevailed. 

Two  of  the  secretaries  of  this  department  cooperated  with  the 
San  Francisco  association  in  a  special  tent  work  for  soldiers  imme- 
iately  following  the  disaster  there.  Cordial  endorsement  and 
appreciation  of  this  work  was  expressed  by  the  officers. 

Arrangements  have  already  been  made  for  opening  association 
work  in  part  of  the  joint  encampments  for  militia  and  regulars 
which  are  to  be  held  during  the  summer. 

The  association  among  the  legation  guards  at  Peking,  China, 
has  been  continued  and  is  proving  a  boon  to  the  soldiers  from  many 
nations  gathered  at  that  point. 
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The  reorganization  of  the  work  in  the  Phillipine  Islands  has 
resulted  in  a  rapid  growth  and  a  strengthening  of  the  association 
there.  A  large  amount  of  service  to  the  civilian  young  men  has 
been  included  at  Manila,  and  army  work  being  more  and  more 
centered  in  Fort  William  McKinley,  near  that  city.  A  large  me- 
morial building  at  this  fort  has  been  turned  over  for  association 
headquarters  and  is  now  being  furnished  by  funds  raised  in  this 
country.  The  post  alone  has  over  four  thousand  men  and  this 
number  is  soon  to  be  increased. 

Special  work  for  scouts  and  constabulary  was  continued  with 
success  up  to  the  time  when  military  reorganization  dispersed  the 
troops  in  small  assignments  and  this  made  it  wise  to  withdraw 
from  that  particular  branch  of  the  service. 

The  Naval  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  with  seven 
branches  in  operation,  has  had  the  most  successful  year  in  its 
history.  While  the  enlisted  force  is  larger  than  ever  before,  the 
percentage  of  the  total  number  of  the  men  reached  is  also  greater, 
as  indicated  by  the  number  of  visits  to  the  various  buildings  and 
the  overcrowding  of  many  of  the  branches. 

The  needs  of  the  Norfolk  branch  and  the  splendid  record  in 
rented  quarters  have  been  influential  in  securing  a  large  gift  from 
Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller,  making  possible  a  modern  fully  equipped 
building  to  cost  about  $300,000  at  that  point.  A  canvass  is  being 
conducted  at  Newport,  R.  L,  which  it  is  hoped  will  warrant  a 
building  also  for  that  branch.  The  Brooklyn  branch  has  so  in- 
creased its  work  that  an  adjoining  building  has  been  purchased 
and  fitted  up  and  is  already  in  successful  operation.  The  Com- 
mittee has  authorized  the  opening  of  a  new  Naval  branch  at  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.  A  house  has  been  rented  and  the  branch  formally 
opened  on  the  1st  of  July.  The  naval  branches  at  Cavite  and 
Olongopo  have  continued  and  the  demands  at  these  points  have 
warranted  the  authorization  of  the  raising  of  a  fund  for  a  naval 
branch  building. 

The  visits  of  the  fleet  to  Chefoo,  China,  have  resulted  in  a  strong 
pressure  being  brought  to  bear  upon  the  Committee  for  temporary 
work  at  that  point  and  a  secretary  is  now  in  the  field  for  that 
purpose. 

The  religious  work  among  the  sailors  has  continued  to  develop 
in  a  marked  degree  and  three  secretaries  are  giving  full  time  to  it. 

The  Soldiers'  Bible  and  Prayer  League  and  Army  Temperance 
Union  are  important  factors  in  the  department. 

A  second  edition  of  "Songs  for  Army  and  Navy"  has  been  issued 
and  the  sales  are  such  that  a  third  edition  is  necessary.  The  Navy 
Department  at  Washington  after  a  careful  examination  has  given 
orders  that  100  copies  should  be  furnished  for  each  war-vessel 
hereafter  commissioned  and  to  include  thirteen  war-ships  already 
specifically  named. 

(f)  The  Colored  Men's  Department. — Three  secretaries  of  the 
Committee  have  been  engaged  in  the  supervision  of  association 
work  among  the  2,000,000  colored  young  men  in  North  America. 
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W.  A.  Hunton,  besides  attending  to  the  general  interests  of  the 
department,  assisted  in  the  visitation  of  both  city  and  student 
associations.  J.  E.  Moorland  devoted  all  of  his  time  to  city  asso- 
ciations, while  Geo.  E.  Haynes  had  his  first  year  of  work  in  the 
schools.  There  are  now  117  associations  among  colored  men — 36 
in  cities  and  81  in  educational  institutions.  Of  these  13  have  been 
added  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  city  section,  effort  has  been  made  to  strengthen  and 
develop  existing  associations  rather  than  to  organize  in  new  fields. 
Progress  in  the  religious  and  educational  features  was  especially 
marked.  Of  sixteen  buildings  owned,  with  an  aggregate  value 
of  $150,000,  three  were  purchased  last  year.  Twenty  colored  sec- 
retaries are  employed  for  their  entire  time. 

The  student  associations  of  this  department  are  scattered  over 
twenty  states,  making  close  supervision  impossible  by  so  small 
a  force.  For  the  first  time,  the  associations  in  all  but  two  states 
were  visited,  and  Secretary  Haynes  made  second  and  third  visits 
to  many  schools  in  his  territory. 

The  annual  conference  at  Greensboro,  N.  C.,  was  one  of  the 
largest  and  best  ever  held  by  colored  association  workers.  Dele- 
gates attended  from  sixteen  states.  Seven  Bible  institutes  were 
also  held  at  educational  centers,  which  resulted  in  greatly  increas- 
ing the  enrolment  in  Bible  classes  and  the  effectiveness  of  the 
associations. 

5.  Internal  Development  Departments,  (a)  The  Religious  Work 
Department:  Field  Division. — Fred  B.  Smith,  secretary  of  this 
division,  has  continued  active  work  in  visitation  of  local  associa- 
tions and  attendance  at  state  and  provincial  conventions  and 
conferences  and  has  addressed  the  Training  Schools  at  Springfield 
and  Chicago.  These  main  features  have  been  emphasized: 

(1)  To  meet  the  lay  workers  and  present  the  best  known  methods 
of  conducting  evangelistic  meetings  and  Bible  classes  in  the 
association  buildings  and  outside  in  the  shops,  etc.     In  these 
sessions,  7,685  committeemen  have  been  present  and  participated. 

(2)  To  increase  the  efficiency  of  evangelistic  effort  by  corres- 
pondence and  conferences,  so  far  as  possible,  with  the  186  cities 
doing  the  largest  work  of  this  type  and  to  personally  conduct  such 
campaigns.     Mr.  Smith  addressed  76  such  services  at  which  88,400 
men  were  in  attendance.     The  visible  results  were  the  largest  of 
any  year  of  this  feature,  4,327  men  professed  to  enter  the  Christian 
faith  and  life  in  these  meetings.     Pastors  in  cities  where  the  meet- 
ings were  held  report  from  one  to  twenty-four  young  men  uniting 
with  the  church  at  one  time. 

(3)  To  increase  the  effectiveness  of  supervision  in  the  religious 
work  department,  nine  state  committee  meetings  were  visited 
and  plans  inaugurated  or  assisted  for  .closer  direction  of  the  defi- 
nite religious  work. 

Increased  attention  has  been  given  to  helping  state  and  local 
committees  in  securing  competent  directors  for  religious  work. 
Not  a  small  amount  of  time  has  been  givenHo  investigating  meth- 
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ods  employed  in  the  most  successful  associations  in  securing 
large  spiritual  results. 

A.  J.  Elliott,  the  religious  work  director  of  the  central  depart- 
ment, Brooklyn,  gave  some  time  to  the  Committee  and  rendered 
valuable  service  in  Kentucky,  Ohio  and  Michigan.  R.  Alfred 
Waite,  Jr.,  formerly  the  general  secretary  of  the  Christian  associa- 
tions of  Syracuse  University,  accepted  the  position  of  associate 
secretary  of  this  division  and  began  his  duties  June  1st. 

The  Religious  Work  Department:  Bible  Study  Division. — Dur- 
ing the  year  ending  April  30,  F.  S.  Goodman  as  secretary  of  this 
division  visited  53  associations  in  17  states  and  conducted  36  con- 
ferences and  institutes.  These  gatherings  have  been  devoted  to 
the  cultivation  of  higher  ideals  of  work,  especially  in  Bible  classes 
and  in  suggesting  methods  of  work.  Conventions  were  attended 
in  7  states.  Personal  evangelism  has  been  given  special  emphasis. 
He  participated  in  the  Summer  Schools  at  Lake  Geneva  and  Lake 
George. 

This  division  has  continued  its  efforts  in  behalf  of  more  and 
better  Bible  courses  and  the  literature  of  principles  and  methods 
of  practical  Christian  effort.  During  the  year  three  new  Bible 
courses  have  been  added  and  others  arranged  for.  The  first  course 
in  correspondence  Bible  study,  and  a  pamphlet,  "Why  Should  a 
Railroad  Man  Study  the  Bible,"  have  been  published. 

The  study  of  various  types  of  religious  work  among  young  men 
has  been  continued,  especially  men's  organizations  in  local 
churches.  The  association  movement  is  contributing  both  in- 
directly and  directly  to  the  development  of  such  organizations. 
Statistics  reveal  a  gratifying  growth.  Bible  classes  in  the  city, 
town  and  railroad  associations  have  grown  from  2,657,  enrolling 
47,417  students  in  1905  to  2,753  with  48,094  students  in  1906;  the 
number  passing  the  international  examinations  from  746  to  1,1 35. 
The  Extension  types  of  classes  and  meetings  in  shops,  street  car 
barns,  homes  and  boarding  houses  are  increasing,  and  evangelistic 
meetings  are  becoming  more  definite  and  practical.  The  attend- 
ance at  all  religious  meetings  increased  from  4,066,200  in  1905  to 
4,370,676  in  1906.  The  annual  report  of  religious  work,  published 
in  October,  classifies,  enlarges  upon,  and  interprets  the  statistics 
of  this  work  as  presented  in  the  tables  of  the  Year  Book. 

(b)  The  Educational  Department. — The  educational  work  con- 
tinues on  the  same  general  lines  as  in  the  past,  with  secretaries 
George  B.  Hodge  and  George  A.  Gregg  in  this  department.  The 
time  of  Mr.  Hodge  has  been  given  quite  largely  on  the  field  conduct- 
ing institutes  and  conferences.  Mr.  Gregg  has  spent  the  majority  of 
his  time  visiting  and  aiding  local  associations,  giving  considerable 
special  attention  to  the  railroad  associations.  There  is  a  larger 
desire  for  supervision,  both  state  and  local,  which  is  encouraging. 
In  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  the  work  of  A.  G.  Bookwalter 
as  state  educational  secretary  has  been  found  so  helpful  that  a 
second  man,  A.  D.  Dean,  has  been  secured  for  full  time  in  the  same 
service,  but  giving  special  attention  to  promoting  industrial  edu- 
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cation.  The  work  in  Ohio  is  progressing  rapidly  under  the  state 
supervision  of  G.  B.  Landis.  New  York  voted  at  its  last  con- 
vention to  employ  a  similar  state  educational  secretary.  A  large 
development  is  seen  in  the  number  and  nature  of  special  schools 
with  high  tuition  fees,  ranging  from  $25  to  $100  for  a  course. 

The  international  examinations,  both  in  educational  and  Bible 
study,  were  conducted  as  usual  by  this  department.  One  hundred 
and  seventy-five  associations  took  part,  2,384  certificates  and 
pass  cards  were  granted,  of  which  1,135  were  in  Bible  study. 

Larger  interest  is  found  among  employed  boys.  The  "McBur- 
ney  memorial  cup"  led  to  a  larger  participation  of  boys  in  the 
educational  examinations  than  ever. 

A  more  complete  report  of  this  department  is  found  in  "In- 
formation and  Suggestions"  for  1906. 

(c)  The  Physical  Department. — Under  the  leadership  of  George 
J.  Fisher,  M.  D..  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  training 
of  men  for  the  physical  directorship  by  addresses  given  at  both 
training  schools,  courses  in  physical  work  arranged  for  the  summer 
schools  at  Lake  George  and  Lake  Couchiching,  and  a  course  of  ten 
lectures  delivered  at  Lake  Geneva.  Personal  conferences  were 
also  held  with  individuals  and  addresses  made  to  leaders'  corps. 

Extensive  visitation  through  the  west,  northwest  and  Pacific 
Coast,  two  tours  of  Canada  and  visitation  of  the  south  were  made 
for  a  study  of  the  field  and  to  bring  to  local  and  state  associations 
the  best  methods  and  highest  ideals  in  physical  education. 

Cooperation  has  been  given  local  associations  in  the  education 
of  the  membership,  by  addresses  to  gymnasium  members,  con- 
ferences with  committees  and  boards  of  directors,  and  seeking  to 
coordinate  the  association  with  other  organizations  in  the  city 
conducting  similar  work  and  presenting  plans  to  the  association 
for  the  promotion  of  extension  work — work  outside  the  building. 

Addresses  have  been  made  to  other  organizations,  seeking  to 
inform  them  upon  the  nature  of  the  physical  work  and  its  relation 
to  their  work,  such  as  the  Canadian  Club  of  Toronto;  the  clergy; 
school  boards;  city  legislative  bodies;  school  teachers  and  church 
clubs. 

Advances  have  been  made  in  raising  the  standard  of  physical 
work  and  unification  in  technical  matters  by  the  publication  of 
Physical  Training,  by  addresses  at  State  Conventions,  and  by 
numerous  State  Conferences  of  physical  directors  and  employed 
officers. 

The  Athletic  League  has  been  made  increasingly  effective  in 
the  administration  of  competitive  athletics  through  new  legislation 
whereby  the  appointment  is  made  of  athletic  consuls  to  whom  is 
given  the  privilege  of  issuing  sanctions  and  registration  of  athletes. 
Closer  supervision  is  secured  in  this  manner. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  defining  the  relation  of  the  physical 
department  of  the  association  to  related  movements,  such  as  the 
National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  the 
Society  of  Sanitary  and  Moral  Prophylaxis,  public  playground 
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movements  and  civic  associations,  This  department  has  outlined 
a  plan  of  physical  work  for  the  county  department  and  is  working 
on  another  plan  for  the  army  department. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  publication  of  pamphlets,  books 
and  articles  on  physical  work  helpful  to  physical  directors — for  ex- 
ample, gymnasium  record  book  and  articles  for  use  in  extension 
work. 

The  secretary  of  this  department  is  also  president  of  the  Physical 
Director's  Society. 

(d)  The  Boys'  Department. — The  character  of  the  boys'  depart- 
ment is  more  closely  related  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the 
supervision  than  to  any  other  factor.  It  is  therefore  significant  to 
note  that  during  the  past  year  the  New  York  State  Committee 
has  added  a  man  to  its  force  to  give  his  entire  time  to  the  super- 
vision of  this  work,  where  before  but  a  portion  of  a  man's  time 
was  given.  The  Pennsylvania  State  Committee  has  added  a  state 
boys'  secretary  to  its  force;  the  Ohio  and  Wisconsin  Committees 
have  each  voted  to  add  a  man  to  their  forces  for  this  purpose,  and 
three  other  state  committees  have  either  engaged  or  called  men  to 
give  a  large  proportion  of  their  time  to  the  supervision  of  the  boys7 
work  in  their  respective  states.  A  more  mature  and  able  class  of 
men  are  each  year  drawn  to  the  boys'  secretaryship. 

One  indication  of  the  estimate  placed  upon  this  phase  of  work 
by  the  association  generally,  is  indicated  by  the  increasing  amount 
of  space  which  is  being  devoted  in  new  buildings,  and  the  additions 
or  separate  buildings  which  are  being  provided  in  other  places. 

Each  year  more  responsibility  is  being  laid  upon  the  boys  them- 
selves locally,  and  through  an  increasing  number  of  state  confer- 
ences in  the  fall  and  winter  months  and  general  conferences  in  the 
summer  months.  More  than  thirty  states  and  provinces  were 
represented  at  the  eastern  and  western  boys'  conferences  held 
last  year  at  Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin,  and  Lake  George,  New  York. 
A  general  Canadian  boys'  conference  is  to  be  opened  this  summer 
at  Lake  Couchiching,  Ontario. 

Although  the  Sunday  afternoon  meetings  for  boys  are  growing 
in  numbers  and  efficiency,  some  single  meetings  being  attended 
by  as  many  as  two  thousand  boys,  the  emphasis  of  effort  is  upon 
the  group  Bible  classes,  rthaer  than  mass  meetings.  An  increasing 
number  of  devoted  older  Christian  boys  are  trained  as  teachers  of 
classes,  with  results  that  have  demonstrated  the  advisability  of  the 
plan.  The  idea  of  extending  the  benefits  of  the  work  beyond  the 
membership  is  gripping  the  most  progressive  departments,  and 
shop  meetings  for  boys  in  mills,  foundries,  factories,  shipyards, 
etc.  are  being  conducted.  Sunday-school  athletic  leagues,  base 
ball,  basket  ball  and  other  leagues  are  organized  in  public  schools, 
and  for  entire  communities.  An  increasing  amount  of  cooperation 
has  been  evidenced  with  church  boys'  clubs,  street  boys'  clubs, 
and  other  commendable  enterprises. 

Boys'  camps  are  multiplying  rapidly  in  number,  and  developing 
in  efficiency.  Including  camps  which  have  not  reported,  there 
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will  be  without  doubt  ten  thousand  boys  and  their  leaders  in 
camp  in  approximately  three  hundred  association  camps  during 
the  summer  of  1906.  A  new  feature  which  is  just  in  its  infancy  is 
the  winter  camp.  The  permanency  of  the  camp  idea  is  evidenced 
by  the  accumulation  of  property;  some  camps  owning  land  and 
equipment  worth  upwards  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  well  con- 
ducted camp  produces  larger  results  for  the  effort  and  money  ex- 
pended than  any  other  single  form  of  boys'  work. 

A  single  secretary,  E.  M.  Robinson,  has  continued  to  give  what 
general  supervision  was  possible  to  the  more  than  five  hundred 
boys'  departments  now  organized,  and  has  visited  as  many  local 
fields  as  possible  where  special  help  was  peculiarly  needed.  Even 
if  his  entire  time  was  given  to  local  visiting,  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  make  a  respectable  visit  to  each  of  the  existing  boys' 
departments  once  in  five  years.  Additional  men  should  be 
added  to  this  department,  not  only  for  general  supervision,  but 
for  the  development  of  specific  departments.  There  is  need  at  the 
present  time  for  a  man  to  give  his  entire  time  to  the  religious  work 
for  boys,  a  demand  for  another  to  -develop  the  educational  work, 
especially  among  working  boys.  Attention  should  be  given  to 
developing  boys'  departments  in  communities  where  no  senior  as- 
sociation exists,  but  where  boys'  work  is  feasible  and  badly  needed. 
The  recent  developments  in  the  high  schools  of  the  country  demand 
that  a  man  be  set  aside  to  grapple  with  that  problem,  and  the 
developing  of  a  scheme  of  work  whereby  the  employed  boys  of  the 
large  cities,  who  are  not  now  in  association  membership,  can  be 
reached,  is  worthy  of  the  entire  time  of  the  best  man  who  can  be 
released  for  that  purpose.  A  liberal  endowment  for  this  depart- 
ment is  urgently  needed  to  provide  for  some  of  these  positions. 

(e)  The  Secretarial  Department. — Rapid  increase  in  the  number 
of  association  buildings  of  modern  type,  and  continued  growth  in 
all  departments  of  association  work,  are  causing  a  demand  for  a 
higher  grade  of  paid  officers.  In  addition  to  many  unrecorded 
inquiries  for  men  during  the  past  year,  the  secretaries  of  the 
International  Committee  have  received  441  applications  from 
associations  for  men,  and  in  their  search  for  suitable  ones  for  these 
positions  have  corresponded  with  or  interviewed  573  men,  only 
325  of  whom  proved  to  be  acceptable  for  the  places  for  which  they 
were  suggested  or  for  other  places  for  which  they  made  direct 
application.  Of  217  positions  filled  by  men  suggested  by  secretaries 
of  the  Committee,  97  were  for  general  secretaries,  43  physical 
directors,  65  assistant  secretaries  or  departmental  directors,  and 
12  were  in  state  or  county  work.  Eight  were  in  Canada,  24  in  New 
England,  56  in  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  81  in 
states  west  of  these,  and  48  in  the  south.  John  Glover,  who  for 
18  years  has  conducted  the  correspondence  of  the  secretarial 
department,  continues  to  give  the  greater  part  of  his  time  to  this 
work,  including  the  record  of  paid  officers  in  which,  beginning 
with  the  entry  of  each  man  into  association  service,  his  personal 
history,  changes  of  location  and  reasons  for  resignation  are  noted. 
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During  the  past  year  563  men  entered,  436  changed  locations,  and 
411  left  the  work. 

III.— FOREIGN  WORK 

The  past  year  has  marked  a  greater  advance  in  the  foreign 
work  than  any  that  has  preceded  it.  William  M.  Birks  has  been 
added  to  the  foreign  committee  to  represent  the  Canadian  associa- 
tions, making  the  total  membership  ten.  H.  P.  Andersen  and 
E.  T.  Colton  are  associated  with  Mr.  Mott  in  the  secretarial  ad- 
ministration of  this  department,  the  former  with  special  reference 
to  the  work  on  the  foreign  field  and  the  latter  with  reference 
to  the  work  at  home.  W.  E.  Holdren  has  become  office  secretary. 
During  the  year  eighteen  men  have  been  added  to  the  staff  of 
secretaries  on  the  foreign  field — one  in  Japan,  one  in  Korea,  nine 
in  China,  two  in  India,  one  in  Ceylon,  one  in  Cuba  and  three  in 
Mexico.  There  are  now  sixty-one  secretaries  in  ten  countries, 
namely,  Japan,  Korea,  China,  Hongkong,  India,  Ceylon,  Brazil, 
Argentine,  Cuba  and  Mexico.  In  addition  a  special  visitor  has 
rendered  service  in  the  Levant. 

Notable  advance  has  been  made  in  both  the  city  and  student 
work.  Marked  progress  has  been  recorded  in  educational  work 
in  Seoul,  Tientsin,  Shanghai,  Buenos  Aires  and  Mexico.  The 
Bible  study  in  all  the  fields  has  increased  in  effectiveness.  This 
has  been  promoted  by  having  Bible  study  secretaries  in  connection 
with  the  National  Committees  of  Japan,  China  and  India  for  the 
promotion  of  such  study.  Men  have  been  led  to  enter  the  Christian 
life  in  all  the  fields.  The  revival  in  the  colleges  of  Foochow  in 
which  over  seventy  were  led  into  the  Christian  life  is  noteworthy. 
The  associations  have  shown  a  deeper  and  more  extensive  mission- 
ary interest. 

More  strong  native  secretaries  both  for  local  and  national  work 
have  been  secured  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before.  Some 
men  of  unusual  strength  have  given  up  opportunities  for  much 
greater  salaries  to  enter  the  secretaryship.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
department  to  have  these  secretaries  supported  by  the  associa- 
tions employing  them. 

Six  new  posts  have  been  occupied — Nagasaki,  Japan;  the  Amer- 
ican branch,  Manila;  Chentu,  China;  the  Eurasian  branch, 
Calcutta;  the  Mexico  City  Branch  and  Monterey,  Mexico. 

The  fine  building  for  the  Nagasaki  association  has  been  finished 
without  debt.  The  $50,000  building  for  the  Shanghai  Chinese 
branch  is  being  erected.  A  magnificent  lot  for  the  Seoul  associa- 
tion has  been  purchased  and  a  fund  for  the  erection  of  a  building 
for  Queen's  College  has  been  subscribed.  The  debt  of  $32,000 
gold,  on  the  Rio  association  building,  has  been  paid,  $10,000  of 
the  amount  coming  from  a  Brazilian  friend  of  the  association,  the 
largest  single  gift  to  Protestant  missions  made  by  a  resident  in 
South  America. 

The  most  significant  acheivement  of  the  year  has  been  the 
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efficient  campaign  waged  by  the  Japanese  associations  on  behalf 
of  the  soldiers  in  Japan.  Thirty  secretaries,  cheifly  Japanese, 
although  there  were  always  one  or  more  foreign  secretaries 
at  the  front  with  them,  have  reached  with  some  form  of 
Christian  service  nearly  a  million  men.  This  has  broken  down 
prejudice  against  Christianity  and  has  been  the  means  of  leading 
a  number  into  the  Christian  life. 

The  famine  in  Northern  Japan  has  given  the  associations 
another  opportunity  to  serve  people  in  need  and  through  a 
brotherly  ministry  to  the  bodies  the  associations  have  been  able 
to  win  their  confidence  and  gratitude.  The  teachers  of  English 
from  the  American  colleges  employed  by  the  Government  of  Japan 
on  nomination  by  the  association  national  committee  have  con- 
tinued to  exert  a  remarkable  influence.  During  the  year  fifteen 
teachers  have  reported  forty-nine  Bible  classes  with  an  enrolment 
of  768,  while  there  were  103  inquirers  and  thirty-six  students 
receiving  baptism. 

The  Japanese  associations  have  sent  two  of  the  most  eminent 
Christian  educators  of  Japan  to  the  leading  cities  and  universities 
of  India  to  lecture  on  the  influence  of  Christianity  on  Japan's 
recent  remarkable  success  and  progress. 

The  associations  of  various  lands  have  won  the  approval  and 
support  of  government  officials,  and  other  influential  men.  The 
army  work  in  Manchuria  has  had  the  endorsement  and  liberal 
financial  support  of  the  highest  military  authorities;  the  Korean 
government,  with  the  approval  of  the  Japanese  financial  adviser, 
has  granted  an  annual  subscription  to  the  Seoul  association,  to 
which  Hon.  Edwin  V.  Morgan  contributed  $2,500  and  Col.  Hyun 
Hun  Taik,  a  Korean  nobleman,  contributed  $2,400  for  the  building 
lot. 

The  Chinese  associations  have  seized  the  opportunity  created  by 
the  presence  of  9,000  Chinese  students  in  Tokyo  by  sending  secre- 
taries there  to  establish  a  special  work  for  them.  The  missionary 
bodies  of  China  are  cooperating  in  this  significant  movement. 

The  home  associations  and  their  friends  have  increased  gener- 
ously their  interest  in  and  support  of  the  foreign  work.  This  has 
been  stimulated  by  the  presence  on  furlough  of  Messrs.  Brock- 
man,  Gailey,  Fisher,  Helm,  Barber,  and  Southam.  Foreign  Mail 
has  been  made  a  bi-monthly  illustrated  publication  and  is  a  valuable 
means  of  cultivating  intelligent  interest  in  the  foreign  work.  An 
attractive  pamphlet  literature  is  being  created.  Sets  of  lantern 
slides  for  illustrated  lectures  have  been  prepared  for  the  use  of 
local  associations.  But  the  chief  agency  in  creating  and  main- 
taining the  financial  support  of  this  work  is  the  loyal  interest  of 
the  members  and  secretaries  of  the  associations.

LOCATION 

The  work  of  the  fall,  winter  and  spring  terms  of  the  Institute  and  Training  School  is 
done  in  Chicago.  Its  class  rooms,  offices,  laboratory,  library,  etc.,  are  located  on  the  8th 
floor  of  the  Association  Building,  No.  153  La  Salle  St.  The  work  of  the  summer  term  is 
done  at  its  Lake  Geneva  camp  grounds,  Lake  Geneva,  Wis. 

PURPOSE 

The  School  exists  for  the  professional  training  of  employed  officers  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Associations. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  School  must  be  men,  18  years  of  age  or  over,  who  are 
members  of  an  evangelical  church.  It  is  required  that  they  give  evidence  of  having  the 
qualifications  necessary  for  success  as  such  employed  officers.  It  is  desirable  that  they 
have  some  experience  as  Association  employed  officers.  Candidates  for  School's  diploma 
must,  as  a  condition  of  entrance,  have  completed  a  high  school  course  of  study.  A  limited 
number  of  men  giving  special  promise  of  success  will  be  admitted  as  special  students;  and 
may,  if  they  so  desire,  do  the  additional  work  necessary  to  qualify  themselves  to  graduate. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

The  courses  of  study  for  general  secretaries  and  for  physical,  educational  religious  and 
boys'  work  directors  are  two  years;  advance  standing  given  to  college  graduates,  enabling 
them  in  most  instances  to  complete  the  secretarial  course  in  one  year.  The  courses  of 
study  include:  (1)  The  English  Bible;  (2)  The  History,  Philosophy  and  Activities  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association;  (3)  Certain  selected  general  subjects  important  hi  the 
equipment  of  an  Association  employed  officer;  (4)  The  theory  and  practice  of  gymnastics, 
athletics  and  aquatics;  (5)  Visitation  and  practice  work  in  the  different  departments  of  the 
Chicago  and  neighboring  Associations. 

FACULTY 

The  faculty  includes,  first:  Employed  officers  giving  their  entire  tune  to  the  interests 
of  the  School.  Second:  Officers  of  the  Chicago  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  giving 
by  special  arrangement  certain  hours  per  week  to  instruction  in  the  Training  School.  Third : 
Educators  connected  with  the  universities  and  professional  schools  of  Chicago,  who,  by 
special  arrangement,  give  instruction  to  the  Institute  and  Training  School.  Each  instruc- 
tor is  a  specialist  in  his  department.  The  total  number  of  men  regularly  engaged  in  the 
work  of  instruction  in  the  School,  aside  from  its  summer  term,  is  seventeen.
